Youth hard hit 


Se ON: 


A REPORT carried out by the 
North Tyneside Community 
Development Project for the local 
trades council showed that 46.8% 
of the unemployed in North Tyne- 
side last July were under 25. 

“The crisis facing the young 
worker cannot be underestimated,” 
says the report. 

North Tyneside is a shipbuilding 
and heavy engineering area, and 
Britain’s shipbuilding order book is 
now at its lowest level for 10 years.. 

The pattern is repeated in all 
industries throughout Britain, and 
with regard to youth one of the 
most harmful results is in the 
reduction of apprenticeships. 

According to a report just pub- 
lished by a joint committee of the 


Manpower Services Commission 
and the National Economic 
Development Office we are already 
suffering from a shortage of skilled 
craftsmen. The number of people 
completing apprentice training fell 
from an average of 15,000 a year 
in the early 1970s to an expected 
average of under 10,500 in the next 
few years. 

Youth unemployment can only 
aggravate this situation —a situation 
that is already having a catastrophic 
effect. 

A Birmingham MP recently 
claimed that British Leyland is 
exporting £1 million worth of work 
to Japan and Germany because of a 
shortage of skilled toolmakers in 
Britain.

jobs available. In October of last 
year, for example, the last month 
for which figures are available, there 
were 1,253,000 unemployed (when 
seasonally adjusted) but only 
124,000 vacancies. 

Inflation is also rising. The Retail 
Price Index, which measures the 
cost of living, rose by. 15.1%, but 
basic wage rates increased by only 
11.7%. Not only is our money 
constantly being devalued, but our 
actual living standards are con- 
tinuously going down. 

Wholesale.prices in January rose 
by 3.2% bringing the rise in whole- 
sale prices over the previous twelve 
months to 19.6%. 

The old gang Tory and Labour 
parties have no answers to Britain’s 
problems. As the crisis deepens, the 
unemployed will look more and 
more for a radical alternative to the 
existing economic system. We must 
ensure that they are brought into 
the Nationalist movement and not 
drawn to the false and oppressive 
philosophy of Communism.

@ We must remove the financial causes of unemployment and inflation 
through the introduction of a stable commodity-based money supply, 
whereby credit is created by the State, is directly related to the real 
production of goods and services, and is spent — not lent — into 
circulation, debt and interest free. 

@ We must ensure British jobs for British workers by getting rid of 
foreign labour competition here at home. The continuing flow of 
foreign labour into Britain holds back automation. 

We must have a crash programme of re-equipping, re-tooling and 
generally automating the economy, re-directing currently unemployed 
and surplus labour into new industries to make the manufactured 
goods currently imported. 

British investment overseas must be curtailed. Money raised from 
the sale of overseas investments can be used to buy-up foreign owned 
concerns in Britain and to expand British industry.

OVER 300 Birmingham ‘postmen 
told their Union to get rid of Peter 
Hain, the Young Liberal anti- 
Apartheid campaigner, whom they 
blamed for the abortive postal boy- 
cott against South Africa. 

In a petition to Tom Jackson, 
the General Secretary of the Union 
of Post Office Workers, they said 
that the boycott had “a direct 
connection with the recent appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hain as a research 
assistant with the Union of Post 
Office Workers.” 

The petition demanded that 
members should be _ consulted 
before decisions are taken on con- 
troversial subjects, that the Union 
should leave international politics 
alone and concentrate on improving 
conditions of members, and that 
Hain should be got rid of for being 
“trouble’’. 

Nearly 400 postal workers in the 
London Western Central District 
Office also signed a_ petition 
deploring Tom Jackson for taking 
action to support the boycott 
without consulting members. The 
petition was organised by National 
Party Trade Unionists and was 
presented to the local branch 
secretary of the UPW’s No. 1 
Branch.

What is the alternative? 

The first step is to break up the 
monopolies, so that firms are small 
enough to be responsive to workers’ 
participation, which can only be

Secondly, control must not be 
divorced from ownership. If workers 
are to play a responsible role in the 
direction of industry then they 
ought to have a_ corresponding 
share in ownership.
